If  the  Sores  are  ten- 
der, warm  the  water  a little,  and  when  it  is  not  convenient  to  bind  them  up,  melt  a small  quantity  and  apply  as  warm  as  the  patient  can 
bear  it.  When  it  can  be  bound  up,  spread  a soft  piece  of  Linen  thinly  with  the  Salve,  and  bind  it  on,  taking  care  that  the  bandage  be  not 
so  tight  as  to  cause  irritation.
